1 . It is hereby acknowledged that the following papers have been received and placed of 
record in the file: Amendment (dated 6/22/05). 

2. Claims 21-38 are presented for examination. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. Claims 21-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

5. Claim 21 recites the limitation "the instrument's operation" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Examiner suggests that the phrase 
could be amended as - an instrument's operation - or — an operation of the instrument --. 

6. Claim 24 recites the limitation "the instrument's operation" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Examiner suggests that the phrase 
could be amended as ~ an instrument's operation ~ or — an operation of the instrument --. 

7. Claim 28 recites the limitation "the instrument's operation" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Examiner suggests that the phrase 
could be amended as - an instrument's operation ~ or — an operation of the instrument --.

8. Claim 31 recites the limitation "the instrument's operation" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Examiner suggests that the phrase 
could be amended as - an instrument's operation or -- an operation of the instrument 

9. Claim 35 recites the limitation "the operation of a portion of the instrument's operation" 
in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Examiner 
suggests that the phrase could be amended as ~ an operation of a portion of an instrument's 
operation — or - a portion of an operation of the instrument --. 

10. Claims 22-23, 25-27, 29-30, 32-34 and 36-38 are also rejected for incorporating the 
above deficiency by dependency. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

11. Claims 21, 24, 28, 31 and 35 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
